AFRICA FOR THE ATRICANS.

T will not do to exaggersts the welght and
Importance of the socnlled Ethloplan move
ment, the kevnote of which I8 expressed by
the ory of “Afriea for the Africans” amld
yot underlying It is one of the gravest prob
lems awalting the solution of the civilized
world. That problem has to do with the
guture relations of the white nnd binck roces In Africa
Bhall the Intter be permanently relegated to a position
of mervitude and subijection, ns the tnevitable fate of an
Inferlor race assoclated with one more highly developed,
or shall the attempt be mnde to treat both on terms of
equality before the law? Rhall the majority of the Inhab
Itants of the country, bearlng o proportion of pot jess
than twelve to one of the whites in Natal, for Instance,
be deprived of political rights by the white men who
have come into the land to till its fields and develop its
mineral resources? In a word, sliall this great continent,
with Its teeming millions of black natives, be turned Into
a “white man's conntry,” regardless of the Interests and
wishes of the hlacks?

That the question I8 vastly more than an academic
one Is shown by the unrest among the Zulu nnd Kafir
populations of South Afriea, and by the repented uprls
ings of the Mobhammedan negroes of the Niger reglon. So
long as the country I8 governed from above, ns In Nlgeria
and in the undeveloped portions of South Afrien, the
problem hins not risen to vex the white rulers; but where
the attempt to Introduce democratie self-government is
made—as in the Cape Colonles—It Is geute. The men
upon whom rests the real burden of the problem, the
colonlsts, have small uge for the humanitarians and the
theorists. They frankly declare that the cherished doc
trine of equal rights for all men Is not for them, and
that the occupation of the country was for motives with
which ethles have nothing to do.—Philndelphin Ledger.

A “BLACK LIST" OF FOODS.

NE of the most interesting things to the
student of political history and progress is
the way In which federn] statutes often
stimulate State legislution and encourage
the enforcement of State laws, The Lacey
fict for the protection of gume by the na-
tional government bhas done more than any
other one thing to secure the passage and enforcement
of State game laws; and alrendy the pure food and the
meat Inspection acts passed at the recent session of Con-
gress have borne frult in several States.

In Massnchusetts und In New Hampshire particularly
the SBtate Boards of Health buve made public the results
af chemienl analysis of many articles of food in dally use.
These articles were bought In the open market, of local
grocers, just as any householder buys them for his own
use, When they are found to be adulterated or other than
a8 represented on the labels, the State Boards of Health
haye published the fact, naming the packer, giving a de-
scription of the label, and teliing just what and how much
adulteration was found.

The State Boards have long been earrying on this work,
but what Is new Is the rfact that the newspapers have
taken much mote Interest in I, amd now print the re-
ports in full. The Boards of Health in many other States
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make simllnr examinations and prepare similnr reports.
Even If the reports may not be printed in the newspapers,
they ean usually be had on application, and the Depart-
ment of Agriculture works In the same feld.

The restraining and reformatory effect of these reports
will be of great importance. Even a manufacturer who
would like to cheat, If he could do #o In safety, will hesi-
tite to decelve when he kmows that the reports of the
State Board tell the truth abont bis products, nnd that
the reports are accessible to all. Henceforth the house-
holder can buy In greater confidence than ever before.—
Youth's Companion.

TO CURE THE HARRY THAWS.

CHICAGO'S FREIGHT TUNNEL.

of freight tunnels, by which business houses
can load goods from their cellurs right Into
cars. The tunnel company connects ite trunk
tunnels with the larger houses in the down-
town district, so that drays, teams and
strikes of draymen are at an end. There are forty-five
miles of tunnnel equipped with ralls and overhead trolley
i the district bounded by Chicago avenue, the lake, Hal-
sted and Sixteenth streets, constructed In the last five
years at a cost of £30,000,000. The rallronds are to re-
ceive freight from the tunuel company at a minlmum of
expense, The system of underground freight tunnels is
not a municipal enterprise, but was begun, It is alleged,
by a subterfuge and carried on against the wish of the

Henry Tract, a diver, was at work
on the bottom of the Harlem River this
morning when a subsurface wave near-
Iy knocked him Jdown., This was a new
experience for Tract, in spite of the
fact that he has been prowling about
